LONDON (Reuters)—The ruling Conserva- 
tive party today completed a clean sweep ol six 
bvelections for vacant seats in the House of Com- 
mons 

All six seats had previously been held by the 
Conservatives The. returns from Wednesday's 
voting boosted Conservative representation in the 
House to 365. The Labor party has 254 members, 
the Liberals six and there is one Independent. 


There still are four vacancies in the Commons, 
but one was being filled today in another byelec- 
tion inthe safe Labor seat of Ebbw Vale, formerly 
held by the late Aneurin Bevan. 

The main feature of the byelections was the 
marked resurgence of the . small middle-of-the- 
road Liberal party, w hich moved into second place 
in the results in four of the constituenci ies. 

The closest result was in the Lancashire con- 
stityency of Bolton East, where Conservative Ed- 
win Taylor won by only 641 votes over Laborite 
Robert Howrath.
